Adenau er left o pen the qu estio n 
o f who wo u ld be the nex t chancel­ 
lo r. Bu t, asked whether his Chris­ 
tian Demo crats wo u ld wo rk in co ­ 
alitio n with the free Demo crats, 
no w ho lding the balance o f po wer, 
the aged chancello r replied “we 
hav e wo rked to gether with the 
Free Demo cratic party befo re.”

Demo crats o ppo se Adenau er re­ 
maining as chancello r, and say 
they will reject a co alitio n u ntil 
the chancello r retires. That can 
mean his su ccesso r will be po pu ­ 
lar Lu dwig Ertiard. an eco no mic 
ex pert who se free enterprise po li­ 
cies helped West Germany beco me 
a po werfu l Indu strial natio n.

bo rder.

The so-called neu tral or non-alig ned cou ntries 
hav e hy pnotized themselv es into believ ing th at 
becau se they are weak and ineffectu al and back­ 
ward, thev possess g reat moral streng th. Is m oral 
streng th lim ited to those who hav e no other 
streng th.

I am minded of a story of Israel Zang w ills 
of the king of the beg g ars. It ran something iike 
this: The king of beg g ars came to the Rothschild 
hou se in London and demanded to see Rothschild. 
The bu tler tu rned him away . So the king of the 
beg g ars v eiled and shou ted and his arg u m ent was 
th a t Rothschild is the richest m an in the world 
and he is the poorest man in the world, there­ 
fore they are equ al becau se each is the u ltim ate 
in his sphere. 
The neu tral nations seem to take that a tti­ 
tu de: they hav e nothing and they amou nt to 
nothing : therefore they are m orally su preme. Bu t 
at Belg rade onlv N ehru had the cou rag e to take 
a noble m oral attitu de. Both Tito and Su karno 
display ed u nbeliev able cowardice and the Confer­ 
ence itself dared not pass a resolu tion condemn­ 
ing Khru shchev for entering u pon a new era of 
bomb frig htening . 
He is not testing bombs for scientific pu rposes. 
He is u sing the bomb as a child u ses fire-crack- 
ers, to scare the w eak and helpless. He is like 
the fellow who throw s a firc-cracker into a tin 
can to m ake a lot of noise. W hatev er shou ld hav e 
been said, the Belg rade Conference did not say . 
It watched the clown play w ith his fire-crackois 
and those present showed th at they were not 
afraid. Of whom w ere they not afraid? They are 
not afraid of the United States. 
Bu t the United States is not scaring them. 
In fact, the United States has not fired a sing le 
bomb du ring the period th a t Khru shchev is ex ­ 
ploding them ev ery tim e there is a meeting . So 
why shou ld the Belg rade Conference equ ate the 
United S tates as being as ev il as Sov iet Ru ssia: 
The reason: these men of hig h moral qu ality 
hav e no m orality when it concerns Sov iet Ru s­ 
sia. They are frig htened of the bu lly . They liv e 
in fear of K hru shchev ’s ang er. 
A pparently one of the brilliant solu tions to 
all ou r present trou bles is to mov e the United 
Nations from New York to Berlin. T hat wou ld 
m ake Berlin a neu tral city ; it wou ld also solv e 
the problems of those African and Asiatic repre­ 
sentativ es who hav e trou bles w ith New York 
hotel and restau rant m anag ers. This g reat idea 
em anates, one is told, from the intellect of Hu g h 
Gaitskill, leader of the Labou r P arty and pros­ 
pectiv e Prim e M inister of G reat Britain. Did 
G aitskill ev er think of the possibility of the 
United S tates declining to g o to the United N a­ 
tions in B erlin? Does he realize that it wou ld 
take a simple act of Cong ress for the United 
States to refu se to g o to Berlin? L et the Africans 
ru n the United N ations and pay its bills. 
Then, the hig hly m oralistic w eak and back­ 
w ard nations will discov er th at w ithou t the pro­ 
tection of the United States, they wou ld sink to 
semi-colonies of Sov iet Ru ssia, little slav es to the 
Krem lin, instru cted from day to day . 
A pparently N ehru sees w hat is ahead and re ­ 
fu ses to be led any fu rther by the nose. He stood 
ou t at Belg rade, a cou rag eou s m onu m ental fig u re 
who speaks w ithou t fear and whose w’ords w ere 
applau ded ev en by those who dared not v ote as 
N ehru wou ld hav e them v ote. In a word, the ap­ 
plau se for N eh ru ’s speech is a therm om eter of 
w hat is in the sou ls of the deleg ates, not w hat 
is on th eir tong u es. And so, B elg rade came and 
w ent and produ ced nothing tang ible. Two m em ­ 
bers w ent to K hru shchev and tw o to Kennedy

Your savings bonds pay a 
rate of interest com parable to 
the return on the utility shares, 
but they offer nothing in the way 
of appreciation, which may be­ 
come an increasingly vital fac­ 
tor if you w ant to live out your 
retirem ent in relative ease. 
Public utility stocks have been 
a superb investm ent—for both

years, and the group should con­ 
tinue to show good gains. T here­ 
fore, I advise that you sell first 
from your “inventory” of sav­ 
ings bonds, giving your utility 
issues 
the chance for further 
progress.

gin to dip into your stocks. Your 
three issues are holdings of the 
highest quality, and I believe 
your wisest course now would be 
to keep them intact.

From Big Tankers 


Pleasure boat enthusiasts along 
the Hudson River in the vicinity 
qf Hudson are up in arms over 
alleged unlawfful dumping of oil 
sludge 
from 
passing 
tankers. 
The condition has been particu­ 
larly noticeable from Hudson to 
Germantown. 
Boat owners claim the heavy 
sludge has created an oil slick 
which clings to boat bottoms and 
gives off a distinct offensive odor. 
Boats moored along the shoreline 
pick up a coating of oil. tar and 
pitch, 
which it is alleged is 
pumped into the river from pass­ 
ing tankers. Boat owners claim 
the oily black scum is pumped 
from ocean-going tankers that 
ply the river and which should 
discharge this refufse at sea It 
is believed to be those which pre­ 
heat their fuel and are slushing 
bilge water containing the oil 
residue into the river. 
IThLs is a violation of federal 
law, according to A. F. Dappert, 
executive secretary of the State 
W ater Pollution board. Tankers 
plying the river are under the 
jurisdiction of the Corps of En­ 
gineers of New York harbor. 
It has been pointed out that 
boat owners should report any 
incident of violation and name 
the violator. A system of fines 
and imprisonment for offenders 
has been set up by the Corps of 
Engineers but facilities limit the 
control to these up-state waters. 
The Greater Hudson Cham -1 
ber of Commerce, through its 
executive secretary, Gus Kramer, 
has forwarded a communication 
to the Corps of Engineers to fur­ 
ther inquire about the system of 
control. The subject is to be fur­ 
ther discussed at a meeting of 
the Hudson Power Boat Asso­ 
ciation tonight.

A 
new pavilion has been erected 
and will be1 devoted to sale of 
soft drinks and as a picnic lodge 
for the many visitors. It is ex­ 
pected the famous resort will be 
more 
popular this year than 
ever.” 
I think the Eddyville Yacht 
took us there. My father took 
me there when I was a little 
girl so I do not remember exact­ 
ly how we W’ent, but I think by 
boat. There was a merry-go- 
round which was enclosed with 
wooden boards. When I wanted

Mr. Finley was also at one time J 
in charge of a moving picture i 
theatre in Rhinebeck, He was to | 
build an aerodrome on Broad­ 
way near Union Street, adjoin- j 
ing the blacksmith shop of Pat­ 
rick O’Reilly. He wanted to rush j 
the work, as he wanted to open 
it in a week or so. Mr. Finley 
was also at one time moving 
picture operator at the Lyric 
Theatre, on the Strand. 
(The! 
Lyric was owned by the Stone I 
fam ily) 
The 
Aerodrome 
was 
just an open air moving picture J 
place. You sat on regular kitch­ 
en chairs, and watched the silent j 
pictures, as I remember. 
Boat rides on hot humid sum­ 
mer days were cheap and pleas­ 
ant. The fresh air of the Ron- j 
dout Creek or Hudson 
River 
without exhaust was ours, and 
one could even arrange to do | 
business or go to work by boat 
those days. The steamer, E, B.

The boat was usually crowded. 
Everyone loved a boat ride. The 
Mary Powell was sure, swift 
and safe. 
I wonder how' many remem­ 
ber the jitney taxi. This is men­ 
tioned in the April 23, 1915, 
paper 
also. 
One 
item 
reads; 
“Most of the jitneys in Kingston 
seem to be doing a land office 
business and a new onr appears 
every other day.” As I remem­ 


ber they cost only 5 cents. They 
were regular taxicabs and they 
could pick up passengers every­ 
where and anywhere. You could 
hail them like in a big city, I do 
not remember just exactly when 
they stopped running or why, 
but 
they certainly were con­ 
venient, and would no doubt be 
today, if they could be depend­ 
ed upon. 
Those were the days of nickle 
trolley 
cars, 
ice-cream 
sodes, 
beers, and seldom did people buy 
food 
for several 
days. Those 
were the days also of iceboxes. 
Life was simple and friendly.

The black-robed justices of the

County supervisors urged closing 
oi a neighborhood theater that had 
drawn complaints over its nude 
movies. One supervisor threatened 
withdrawl of county support for 
the $4-million movie museum.
